THE PRESIDENT LISTENS TO LIVINGSTON 


And Promises to Look Into the Conyers 
Postoffice Papers—News of the 
Day in Washington. 


Washington, May 17.—(Special.}—Now 
who will the marshal he? :

Much, however, de- 
pends upon who the senators agree. 
The moment the delegation agrees upon 
a man, the president will make the change. 
and ‘he is desirous that the delegation shall 
lose no time in getting together. Any good 
man in Georgia who would get the endorse- 
ment of the two senators could have the 
delegation in the house go with them and 
the appointment would be made. The im- 
pression here is that Colonel Renfroe has 
the best chance, 
that the president may after all appoint 
Colonel Dismuke. This is not probable, 
however. The whys or wherefores he did 
not state, but he told Messrs. Moses and 


Livingston yesterday that he did not —

The Livingaton-Smith Row. 


The president has taken a hand in the 
Livingston-Smith fight. For several days 
Mr. Moses bas been attempting to bring 
about an understanding between Secretary 
Smith and Colonel Livingston, but the feel- 
ing between thein was too bitter for any- 
thing of that kind, though when they meet 
they bow and exchange the usual courtesies. 
Colonel Livingston caHed upon the president 
this morning and laid bare the matter be- 
fore him.” He went over the Conyers post- 
office case ahd requested that the president 
ezramine the papers, hear the evidence from 
both sides and he was convinced that he 
would agtee to have the case reopened. He 
further stated ibat unless ar. Smith ceased 
interfering in the matter of appointments 
in his district he would make no further 
recommendations. e did not intend to sub- 
mit to such interference. The president 
agreed to have the papers in the case brought 
to the white house for examination by him- 
self and stated that he would do the correct 
thing. Then Mr. Livingston called upon the 
postmaster géneral with a request that he 
likewise examine into the matter of Mr. 
Weaver's appointment during his absence 
and before he had had time to file the pa- 
pers of the other applicants. Mr. Bissell 
agr that he would take the papers ‘to 
the president and that he would decide 
the case upon the merits.

President Harrison simply extended the 
civil service laws to cover postoffice employ- 
es in order that republicans might remain 
in under a democratic administration. It is 
all for the republicans and nothing for the 
democrats. An effort has been made by a 
few democrats to’ have Mr. Cleveland sus- 
pend the operations of the law for a time, 
but that is deemed bad policy and will not 
be done, though Harrison suspended the law 
covering railway mail clerks for ninety 
days, when he first came in, and turned out 
all the democrats. 

The only way to oust republican employes 
from the postoffices seems to be for cause, 


-and any good democratic postmaster should 


be able to discover incompetence, non-atten- 
tion to duties or some other good cause 
for removals. 

Biasell’s Bad Rule. 

Postmaster General Bissell has announced 
a decision that has caused much muttering 
.of discontent among the congressmen. It 
is to the effect that no fourth-class postmas- 
ter will be removed whether he has served 
four years or longer without charges are 
preferred against him. The congressmen 
object to this because there are many good 
and honest men among republican: postmas- 
ters against whom no charges can be made. 
And again, it is disagreeable work to look 
up evidence and file written charges against 
hundreds of postmasters in one’s district. 
The order is a very unpopular one. Indeed, 
so much so, that Mr Bissell will probably be 
forced to repeajgit. It would mean the per- 
manent retention of thousands of republican 
postmasters who happen to be good men 
above reproach and against whom nothing 
ean be said except that they are republicans. 
Under this rule they would hold on for life, 
or as long as the postoflice remained of the 
fourth class.

The Struggle for Supremacy Over in 
Bohemia, 


AN EXCITING SCENE IN THE DIET. 


While a German Appointee Was 
Speaking onthe Tribune 


A CZECH DEPUTY GRABBED HIM 


And Pulled Him Down—There WasiGreat 
Excitementand Bitter Words—Sev- 
eral Duels Looked For. 


- 


Prague, May 17.—The Behemian . diet 
was the scene today of a display of violence 
and disorder unparalleled in the protracted 
and bitter struggle for supremacy betweeR 
the Czech and German elements. A_ Dill 
was before the diet which conferred upoa 
the local tribunal at Trautenau, a town of 
Bohemia, twenty-five miles from Koniggratz. 
certain powers intended to strengthen the 
post of Germans as against the Czechs. ‘The 
young Czechs carried on a resolute filibus- 
tering to prevent the passage of the bill. 

Prince Lobkowitz, president of the diet, 
who is an appointee of the Austrian em- 
peror and, therefore, attached to the German 
interest, rebuked the filibusters for their ob- 
structive course and insisted that ~ Herr 
Funke, whom the committee selected [0 
report the bill, should be heard. Herr Funke 
entered the tribune and attempted to speak. 
He essayed to make himself heard and some 
utterance by Funke was construed by & 
Czech deputy, named Brzorad, as alluding 
in a sarcastic manner to him, (Brzorad.) The 
offended deputy did not appeal to the chair- 
man, but climbed upon the tribune instead 
and seized Herr Funke. Brzorad and Funke 
had @ lively wrestling encounter in the pres- 
ence of their colleagues, which showed the 
most intense excitement, as the champion 
of the Czechs struggled for the mastery 
with the champion of the Germans. 
Brzorad succeeded in ejecting Funke from 
the tribune amid the intense delight of the 
Czechs. Everybody in the house was shout- 
ing and shaking fists and angry challenges 
to fight could be heard here and there in the 
din. 

Funke, not subdued by his precipitate 
exit from the tribune, made himself heard 1 
the floor and was gasping defiance at his 
enemies, when a Czech deputy named Vas- 
saty interrupted him with a large pot of 
ink. Vassaty aimed the ink pot at Funke. 
but the weapon missed Funke and was 
smashed by collision with a desk, the con- 
tents of the ink pot being distributed over 
Funke and numbers of others in his vicinity, 
interfering with the harmony of their com- 
plexions besides spattering their clothes. 

Encouraged by the discomfiture which 
the ink pot had caused among their foes, 
the Czechs next attacked the stenographers 
and maltreated several of them. Prince 
Lobkowitz himself was menaced with per- 
sonal violence and declared the sitting 
closed. The prince has since been occupied 
in the preliminary arrangements for duels 
with several of his antagonists. 

The scene in the diet caused great excite- 
ment throughout the city. The students of 
the university broke out in a riotous demon- 
‘stration and wrecked the windows of club- 
houses and of mansions of people obnoxious 
to them. The police are guarding the streets 
in the vicinity of the building where the 
sessions of the diet are held. 

The diet will probably be dissolved. It 
is stated that the bill opposed by the young 
Czechs proposed virtually to separate the 
northern districts of Bohemian order to 
give the Germans control over their local 
affairs. 


IT WAS A DIABOLICAL PLOT, 


But the Anarchists Did Not Carry It Into 
Effect. 

New York, May 17.—An anarchist plot to 
repeart the Haymarket slaughter of Chicago 
at the big anarchist meeting in Union square 
on the night of May 2, 1892, was divulged 
by an anarchist, Otto Eckhold, in Justice 
Schumacher’s courtroom in Middle Village, 
Long Island, yesterday. Eckhold is one of 
a gang of anarchists recently discovered in 
Maspeth. He was arrested several weeks 
ago in Chicago on a charge of setting fire 
to Crandall’s whiting factory in that place, 
where the anarchists- were employed and 
where, as subsequent developments showed, 
they spent all their spare time manufactur- 
ing dynamite bombs from odds and ends of 
pipe, with which the factory is plentifully 
supplied. With a view to shielding himself, 
Exckhold made a confession in which he said 
he had seen anarchists manufacturing dyn- 
amite bombs in the factory. After Eck- 
hold’s confession a search was made through 
the factory. Two loaded bombs were found 


under the floor and a tin box sr “scgpeenyh 


about twenty-five pounds of dynamite wa 
taken from a secret recess under the floor 
of the engine room by Eckhold, who had 
been taken there by the police to aid in the 
search. 

In his testimony Eckhold swore that this 
dynamite was manufactured by Rupprecht. 
He said he had watched him while at work. 
Eckhold was unable to tell how many 
bombs had been manufactured there, but 
a year ago, he said, when there was a big 
meeting of reds in Union square, thirty-five 
Mespeth anarchists attended in a body and 
all went to do terrible work in case the 
police attempted to interfere with the meet- 
ing. Eckhold said that Rupprecht carried 
a satchel full of bombs and that he (Eckhold) 
had one in each of his two side pockets of 
his overcoat.

London, May 17.—Thee second clause of the 
home rule biil,*conferring authority on the 
Irish legislature to enact laws, was passed to- 
day in committee in the house of commons, 
as amended by the adoption of Sir Henry 
James's amendment to the fact that the su- 
preme power of the impcrial parliament 
shoulé remain undiminished by any proviso 
of the home rule bill. 

The clause as amended was adopted by & 
vote of 287 to 225.

A SEVERE STRUGGLE 


Between the French and Siamese— Both Sides 
Lose Heavily. 


Calcutta, May 17.—According to the latest 
advices the situatiog in Me-Kong valley is 
becoming very grave. A_ serious. conflict 
has occurred between the French Annamite 
garrison at Khong and the Siamese. Khoug 
is on the Me-Kong or Cambodi& river, which 
forms the bound berween Annam and 
the Territory of Liam and the garrison is 
pom pian of Annamites under the command 
of French officers. 

The French are’reported to have been 
attacked by the Siamese. A severe strug- 
gle occurred and »% considerable number 
were killed on both sides. Several French 
officers were wounded. One French officer, 
Captain Thoreanx,\ was captured by the 
Siamese:* The Siamese government répudi- 
ates all responsibilfty, 
declares that it has no intention of making 
war upon France. \

RUSH OF THE WATERS 


Terrible Floods in Ohio and Pennsylya- 
nia Rivers, 


AND ROUGH TIMES ON THE LAKES. 


Bridges Washed Away and Vessels 
Sent to the Bottom. 


LARGE NUMBER OF LIVES LOST, 


Drowning ofa Life-Baving Crew on the 
Lake at Cleveland—Railroad Tracks 
Submerged and Traffic Suspended.

Cleveland, O., May 17.—The storm of 
arin and wind which began at noon Monday, 
and has continued almost without cessation 
till this evening, has produced a flood un- 
precedented in the history of northeastern 
Ohio and northwestern Pennsylvania. Thus 
far fourteen lives have been lost, great dam- 
age has been done to shipping and the loss 
to other property will amount to ‘hundreds 
of thousands of dollars. 1t had rained on 
Saturday and Sunday but lightly. Sunday 
night there was a heavy rainfall accompa- 
nied by thunder and lightning. At noon 
Monday the wind veered around to the 
northwest and a steady downpour began 
The sky for fifty-six hours has been of a 
dull leaden color and the low hanging and 
scurrying clouds. Which were hurled along 
by the northwest gale, seemed to have every 
drop of water shaken out of them. The wind, 
which at times, reached a velocity of more 
than fifty miles an hour, drove the rain 
horizontally and in sheets, making it al- 
most impossible for pedestrians to get along 
in the streets Roofs, that never leaked be- 
fore, let the water through like sieves, and 
the rain was driven between window sash- 
es until the people despaired of being able 
to keep it out. 

The storm was bad enough on Monday 
night and Tuesday forenoon, but by Tues- 
day evening there came warnings of trouble 
and everybody began to wonder when it 
would stop. By Tuesday evening more than 
two and a half of inches of water had fall- 
en and it was still coming down in torrents. 
Then it was that fears of a flood began to 
be realized. In this city every sewer was 
pouring a torrent into the usually sluggish 
Cuayhoga, which came down from the hills 
of Summit county swollen to more than 
twice its normal size. The river runs 
throngh the manufacturing and lumber dis- 
trict of the city by a tortuous channel about 
five miles in length. Along its banks are 
the Valley and Cleveland, Canton and 
Southern railways. This morning the water 
was away over the river's banks. Torrents 
were seeking the nearest way to the lake 
and much lumber in its course could not 
bar the way. Whole piles of lumber were 
carried along in the current and swept out 
into the lake or lodged against the 
abutments of bridges further down. Millions 
of feet of big material from the yards of 
the Cleveland Sawmill Company is now on 
its way to Canada ond more of it _ still 
coming down the river. .

THE STORM AT CONNEAUT. 


Docks Under Water—Bridges Ruined and 
Veasola Sunk. 

Conneaut, O., May 17.—The worst storm 
ever known here visited this section last 
night. Communication east and south is 
entirely cut off by destruction of bridges. 

The Nickel-Plate bridge at this place is 
undermined and*has been condemned. No 


trains are running on the road. The Peach 


street bridge at Erie went down shortly 
after’ the passage of the passenger train 
last evening. 

The Lake-Shore docks of Astabula are six 
feet under water and sixteen vessels are 
likely to be driven into the lake. 

A three-masted schooner wag seen to 
go down about two miles west of this 
harbor this morning. The bodies of five 
of ten persons who were drowned at this 
barbor this morning have been recovered. 

The tug Continental and a scow were 
washed out into the lake from the harbor 
at 6 o'clock this morning and foundered. 
Seven men and two women on board were 
drowned. Seven of the nine were in sight 
when the boat went down. Five of the 
bodies have been recovered.

COLBZRT §HOALS CANAL. 


Bids Opened for the Monster Lock Below 
Florence, Ala. 

eurence, Ala., May 17.—Bids for the con- 
struction of the monster lock on the pro- 
posed Colbert shoals canal, be’ow this city, 
were opened yesterday by Captain George 
W. Goethals, engineer in charge of the Ten- 
nessee river improvements. The bids called 
for estimates on a lock 575 feet long, 80 feet 
wide .and a 25-foot lift. There were ten 
bidders and the bids ranged from $305,767 
to $624,034. The awarding of the contract 
is left to the chief engineer and the lowest 
bid will not necessarily receive the contract, 
though it is usually awarded to the lowest. 
The three lowest bidders were Tere A. 
Clark, Quincy, Ill., $305,767; Dunn, Lallande 
& Co., Birmingham, $320,119: Professor M. 
V. Henry, Birmingham, $343,342. 

The canal when completed will cost $3,000,- 
000 and the money for the work is all avail- 
able. The complete scheme calls for a canal 
eight miles long, 150 feet wide and seven 
feet deep at the lowest water. There will 
be but one lock on the canal and the bids 
opened today were for that lock. It will be 
the largest single Jock in the United States. 

Work on the lock is to begin as soon as 
the contract is awarded, which w'll be with- 
in two weeks, and the contract calls for com- 
pletion within two and a half years. ‘the 
canal will begin twenty-two miles below 
Florence and the lock will be at the lower 
end, thirty miles below this city. This canal 
will enable the Tennessee river to be nava- 
gated from its mouth to Chattanooga at all 
sensons of the year and in all stages of wa- 
ter. In connection with the great Muscle 
Shoals canal, seven miles above this city, and 
which was completed and opened. for navi- 
ation two years ago, this is one of the most 
mportant public works in the south.

Some of the oldest and most conservative 
men in the town go so far as to predict 
a perfect revolution in Athens inside of 
thirty days, and a prominent lawyer said 
today: “Things will be so hot here in ten 
days that you can hear the brimstape seorch 
the atmosphere.”’ 

Lowe's Fight Today. 

Correspondent Walter Lowe and Major 
Dean, the man that did him up so badly 
last night, had a street fight this morning 
ou Broad street, the newspaper man not 
standing much show in the battie owing to 
the superior strength and puygilistic ability 
of Dean. Both men were arrested und 
gave bond. : 

“The treatment of Lowe last night was 
tough. ‘The whole thing was a put-up 
job. 

Almost everybody agrees that Lowe's 
gambling stories are exaggerated and have 
injured the name of Athens and perhaps 
have damaged the colleges; but still they 
say the treatment he received was too 
rough and it is roundly condemned. Lowe's 
fatuer is an intluentiai and wealthy wan, 
with as many friends as any man in Georgia 
and they will avenge the young man’s treat- 
ment in some way. 

Mere is absolutely no telling where this 
affair will ud or what consequences will 
result. Lowe's friends claim that tlie po- 
lice were a party to the afiair, but it must 
be said in justice to Policeman Pope Da- 
vis, who was with him-in the attempred 
raid, that he was acting in good faith and 
was as much surprised at the outcome as 
anybody. Davis went with Lowe to Dean's 
room at the latter's request. 

Lawyers have been employed and the 
legal proceedings promise to be as interest- 
ing as the other portion of the muddle. 

Mayor Tuck and Chief of Police Davis 
were asked today if they would investigate 
the stories to ‘the effect that policemen 
Were a party to the Lowe joke, and they 
replied that if any complaints or charges 
were properly made they would give it 
their attention, otherwise they would not. 

A Card from Colonel Lowe, 


The latest sensation in the Lowe story is 
a salty card of Colonel Isaac Lowe, the 
correspondent’s father. Colonel Lowe is 
one of the most prominent men in the city 
and a man of wealth and influence. In his 
cerd, Colonel Lowe says, among other 
things: “In order to break my son down 
an infamous and cowardly arrangement was 
set on foot last night, which was announced 
and promulgated the evening before through 
which to entrap, outrage and insult him. 
This I pronounce as infamous and cowardly 
and 1 am responsible for the assertion. I 
propose to take the place of my son so far 
as making his charges true, and shall 
endeavor, so far as a father’s duties shall 
go, to see to it that in the future discharge

The Council Attacked. 


Hon. H. H. Carlton i this morning's 
Banner boldly denounces the present city

Why is it, that when the primary trouble 
was settled, that dur waterworks. bonds 
should have gotten into the present trouble, 
Which now surrounds them, causing extra, 
unjust and unnecessary expense to our tax- 
payers—to say nothing of the tedious and 
damaging delay in this whole matter? 

The city council has recently authorized 
the mayor, the city attorney and some half 
dozen citizens to go to New York to be pres- 
ent at the approaching trial of this water- 
works question. Who, we would ask, is to 
bear the expense of this Athenian rally at 
the courts of New York citv? Whose fault 
is it, that Mr. Howell has been enabled to 
give our city so much trouble and expense 
and delay our waterworks system so long? 

Why was it that our city council should 
have selected a man, not a member of the 
council, and pay him a sum of money besides 
expenses to go to New York to negotiate these 
waterworks bonds and then he to leave the 
money obtained from the sale of said bonds 
where Mr. Howell could attach or enjoin. it, 
when said bonds could have been sold in At- 
lanta for just as much and the money de- 
posited in the National bank in Athens, for 
the use of which said bank would have pald 
3 per cent interest? This is certainly a 
rave and pertinent inquiry and one which 
eeply interests and concerns our whole peo- 


ple.

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~ Buck Resigns. 

“That is an overwhelming showing,” 
paid Mr. Cleveland when Congressman 
' Moses handed him The Constitution of 
Sunday containing Boss Buck’s letter of 
Instructions to one of his henchmen, to- 
gether with the unanimous demand of 
the democratic press of the state, urg- 
ing his removal from the marshal’s of- 
fice. 

The president was so struck by the 
~eharacter and extent of the demand 
that he asked Congressman Moses to 
leave The Constitution with him. The 
moment this was done Buck’s fate was 
wealed, and his friends in Washington 
knew it. Whether these friends wrote 
to him Monday or Tuesday, or wired to 
him yesterday we do not know, but ac- 
cording to his own statement he had 
not sent in his resignation Tuesday 
when a reporter of The Constitution 
sought him out. He declared then that 
he did not think he would be given a 
chance to resign until the ist of July, 
but since Tuesday he has evidently had 
information that his resignation must 
be forthcoming. 

' The Constitution was absolutely sure 

that there would be a disturbance in 
Boss Buck’s office as soon as Mr. Cleve- 
land’s attention was called to the pub- 
lication made in Sunday’s Constitution. 
No such overwhelming demand has 
ever before been made for the removal 
of a public official. The Constitution, 
taking the initiative, printed a few 
weeks ago ‘gs letter to one of 


a é - ;his republican henchmen, and immedi- 
'- ately the democratie press of the state 
* made a demand for his removal that 


was urgent and unanimous. 

This letter and the demands of the 
press The Constitution 
grouped together in its edition of last 
Sunday; making a showing so unusual 
and so impressive that Mr. Cleveland 
was pleased to term it overwhelming. 
It was this showing that decided the 
matter and caused Boss Buck’s resigna- 
tion to make its appearance at an un- 
expected moment.

To announce it 
and shape it into“a law, and then be 
left powerless in the matter is humill- 
ating in the extreme. 


A Great Opportunity. 

The New York World is telling Wall 
street some very solemn truths—truths 
that need to be told. One of these sol- 
emn truths is this, that whenever the 
banks and the stock exchange take hold 
of a speculative stock they become mor- 
ally responsible for the collapse that is 
bound to follow, and the odor of the 
transaction sticks to their garments. 

It is very necessary that these sol- 
emn truths should be told in the right 
way and at the right time, and in both 
of these particulars The World seems 
to have hit the bull’s, aS well as the 
bear’s, eye. Our contemporary says that 
the eminent bankers who “placed” 
Cordage preferred stock “made them- 
selves responsible for the truth of the 
statements on which the Cordage stocks 
were listed on the stock exchange. 
They lent for hire their honorable 
names to a deception which has reduced 
many innocent persons to poverty and 
caused a shrinkage estimated at $500.- 
000,000 in the value of other people’s 
property.” 

The World goes on to say that the 
stock exchange itself, by aimitting 
Cordage to the list, certified to its own 
members and to the public that the 
company was on a sound basis. In 
listing the Cordage stocks first to the 
amount of $15,000,000, and then to the 
amount of $25,000,000, the exchange 
gave notice to the public that it had 
duly inquired and satisfied itself that 
the property of the company was worth 
that sum and had an earning capacity 
sufficient to pay the promised dividends. 

These are hard sayings, but they are 

true, and the pity of it is that they have 
not been dinned into the ears of fhe 
eminently respectable men* who connive 
at the swindles that are constantly 
going forward in Wall street. One fear- 
less and independent newspaper with 
the influence of The World can do the 
people of this republic an -inestimable 
service by holding up to the scorn and 
contempt of the country the men in 
Wall street who profess to be respecta- 
ble, but who connive at such high- 
handed robberies as that which marked 
the history of Cordage stock. 
Wall street can be reformed. There 
is an element doing business in that 
center that is amenable to criticism. 
Some of the eminent bankers and mem- 
bers of the exchanges. desire to be 
known as reputable men. They have a 
laudable ambition to stand well before 
the people. They pride themselves on 
their integrity. They have a hearty de- 
sire to live up to the standards of moral- 
ity that are the chief note of our civili- 
zation. It is to this class that the crit- 
icisms of such a paper as The World 
would appeal. They should have their 
eyes opened to the fact that deception 
and dishonesty in speculation are as 
immoral as ordinary theft. 

When The Constitution calls attention 
to the powerful and growing schism be- 
tween the “honesty” of Wall street and 
the honesty of ordinary business it is 
hinted that we are striving to feed the 
prejudices of the people and our pro- 
tests and criticisms have little weight. 
But The World has the power to haul 
before the bar of public opinion these 
eminent bankers and business mén who 
connive with swindling trusts to rob 
the people, and {ft has the opportunity 
now to surpass all its other achieve- 
ments by compelling Wall street to re- 
form its methods. 


The Cool Wave. 

According to Dr. Veeder, of New 
York, this is to be a year without a 
summer. He predicts cool weather 
straight along. : 

The doctor may be right, but his ex- 
planation does not satisfy anxious in- 
quirers. He says that the isothermal 
stratum of the globe is suffering acute 
derangement, and the seasons are, there- 
fore, out of joint. 

Clearly, this is purely imaginary. But 
we are undoubtedly undergoing a phe- 
nomenal spell of wéather, and it may 
be that there is more to come. In 1886, 
if we are not mistaken, the spring and 
summer were so,cool that our mountain 
and seaside resorts did a losing business 
and had to close doors early in the sea- 
son. It may be that history is about to 
repeat itself, but Dr. Veeder is as much 
in the dark as other people. 


Cotton Mills North and South. 

The New York Financial Chronicle 
takes twelve Fall River cotton mills 
and shows that their average dividends 
for the past seven years have ranged 
from 6 to 16 per cent. 

Our southern cotton mills, as The Bal- 
timore Manufacturers’ Record showed 
a short time ago, pay dividends rang- 
ing from 10 to 25 per cent. 

The advantages in cotton manufactur- 
ing are all on our side. We have the 
raw material on the spot, and we have 
exceptionally cheap labor. In 1891 the 
average yearly wages paid to each cot- 
ton operative in the south was $210, as 
compared with dn average of $335 in 
New England, and an average of $332 
in the middle states. This great differ- 
ence is all in our favor, and makes it all 
the harder for the north to compete 
with us. ; 

-Now, why should England and the 
north, situated at a great distance from 
the cotton fields, manufacture most of 
the raw material and market it? We 
can establish mills in sight of fields 
that will be more profitable their 
distant competitors. The southern 
‘states have good distributing facilities, 
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has practically a monopoly in eotton; 
her mills pay the biggest profits; her 
labor is the cheapest, and she has the 
best chances of reaching the consumers 
of the world. These advantages in the 
course of time must inevitably make 
this section the center of the munufac- 
ture and distribution of cotton goods. 
But our home capital and enterprise 
should not wait for this movement to 
be developed by outsiders. We should 
go into it ourselves, and thus hasten the 
approach of the day when we can fix 
the price of our raw material, instead 
of allowing it to be controlled by a 
ring in Liverpool. 


Why. We Need the Income Tax, 
The Chicago 
Great Britain has an inome tax because 
it is pot a matter of choice, but of im- 
perative uecessity. Free trade and 
heavy military expenses make it neces- 
sary. 

The same line of argument will fit the 
situation in this country. The new dem- 
ocratiec administration is pledged to re- 
duce the tariff to a free trade basis, 
and the deficit thus made in our reve 
nues must be made up in some other 
way. Then, our pension bill will éxceed 
$200,000,000 a year in the immediate fu- 
ture. 

We shall require 2 great deal of 
money to pay the expenses of the gov- 
ernment, and the only way to raise it 
is by an income tax. The matter of 
pensions alone is a tremendous drain 
upon our people, and it would be a 
great help if we raised enough money 
by taxing large incomes to pay this one 
item. This idea is vigorously advocated 
by The St. Louis Republic. That paper 
SAVS: 

If a 2 per cent rate on incomes of over 


$10,000 a year will meet the pension expense, 
then let only 2 per cent be levied. But if a 
10 per cent or a 20 per tent rate is neces-

Atlanta possesses advantages that 
ought to muke it a great manufacturing center 
with industries as varied as. those of Phila- 
delphia, aud its future growth depends 
inainly on the utilization of those advan- 
tuges. To accomplish this it is. necessary 
that they be widely advertised and that re- 
liable information shall be accessible to all 
inquirers, ald that every industry established 
here. shall receive the utmost help and en- 
couragement from our own citizens. 

Ail of the progressive cities of the north- 
west have spent large sums in advertising. 
Un a trip through Fivrida I noticed at nearly 
ail the hotels aud railroad ottices handsomely 
printed aud illustrated Land-books of the far 
uWuy city of Portland, Ure., giving full and 
official information about that city, its ad- 
Vantages and ludustries. In udditiun to dis- 
tributing such pamphiets that aud other live 
cilles udvertise tuemselves in the leading 
weeklies und monthlies. Kven staid and solid 
old St. Louis has in the last two years spent 
large suis in that way. We have seen its 
advertisements in our Atlanta papers and the 
leading INagazines, such us The Century and 
Cosmvupolitun, have several times had’ illus- 
trated articies of many pages advertising that 
city. The preparation of a full and accurate 
hand-book of Atlanta and its wide distribu- 
tion at the Chicago fair, through the mails 
and in other ways, will draw attention to us; 
then’ we need an intelligent official ready at 
all times to answer letters of inquiry and 
give needed information; but it is still more 


important that all of our population, includ- 


ing the merchants, shall encourage home 
enterprise by giving the preference to a home- 
made article. Some enterprises established 
here have failed because, our people gave the 
preference to a northern-made article that 
was no better; others, after establishing plant 
ha@ too little working capital, and, with goo 

prospects, failed, when a little pecuniary 
help would have enabled them to make a 
success. To obviate these two causes of fail- 
ure, Suppose a stock company to be organized. 
with a capital of one million dollars, divided 
into shares of $100, payable in installments of 

2 per month; have the directory composed 
of successful business men and men conver- 
Sant with all kinds-of manufacturing, and the 
stocks would be widely taken among those 
who now put their savings into buil ing as- 
sociations, and would, I believe, be more 
profitable. The stock payments would give 
a fund of $20,000 per month. Then when 
meu with knowledge and means wish to lo- 
cate plants here let the company take some 
stock, and also keep funds to loan on time 
to those having pans and jnsufficient working 
capital. It might be well also to erect a 
large building with power in which to rent 
rooms for small industries. 

Unquestionably manufacturing in the main 
yields good profits. A capital of $1,000,000 
would allow of putting $1,000 into each of a 
hundred different enterprises, and even if 
some turned out badly, the average result 
would no doubt be very profitable. The In- 
vestment of the $1,000,000 by the company 
would probably bring from five to ten times 
that amount of capital here. 

While the new enterprises brought here the 
money aid from the company would often be 
of great value. A still more Important ‘thing 
to them would be the fact that so large a 
portion of onr population would be seen to 
give them all the aid_and encouracgament in 
their power. With the stock issned as pro- 
posed the average holding would perhaps not 
exceed $500, which would give a body of 2,000 
stockholders, every one of whom would have 
a direct pecuniary interest in the sncecess 
of every business in which the company had 
stock. With liberal and judicious advertising 
and the aid of such a company as above sug- 
gested Atlantg would enter on a career of 
prosperity surpassing anvthing In her past 
history.

Chicago, May A1.—(Bpedal wie the 
opening of the great exposition and the _ 
sequent rush and competition of the og 
railroads centering here, the echoes = : 
egilroad war are already being faintly hear 
ana those who are knowing in such matters 
say that in the course of a few weeks un- 
ees rates are placed on & more equitable 
snd reduced level, the fur is going to fly. 

The question of railroad rates to the fair 


it will be remembered was arbitrarily set- 


‘ied some time ago by @ mutual ——— 
between the roads. The northern roaus 
rook the initiative by fixing a uniform rate 
of 2 cents & mile for all travel to the fair 
north of the Ohio river. This was but a 
ht reduction of the regular rates and 
was much higher than the average excur- 
sion rates. It was, of course, understood 
that no such rate as this would be accepted 
by the people, who have generally been 
eounting on a very low excursion rate, ut- 
lose all the roads leading to Chicago could 
he got to hold to the agreement. This, it 
seems, Was agreed to. 

The southern roads were thus practically 
forced to make a rate in proportion, wheth- 
er they wished to or not. If the rate from 
the Ohio river to Chicago was fixed at 2 
cents a mile their only resource was to fix 
a similar rate to the south of the river, as 
if they offered a reasonable rate to the river, 
all ‘their profits would be eaten up by the 
heavy rate they would have to pay the 
northern roads for carrying their passen- 

s into Chicago. 
ee it came about that the rate from 
Atlanta to Ohieago and return was estab- 
lished at $30 and rates from other points in 
proportion, this being but little below the 
regular fare. 

But it beg to appear that the railroads 
are going to find themselves in the fix of 
the dog, who in snapping at the shadow 
of the bone, lost both. The great rush 
which they contidently expected to carry to 
the fair has had something of a wet blanket 
thrown over it by the high rates and there 
is not being anything like the travel ex- 
pected. The question is being discussed 
quietly by the roads separately if it is go- 
ing to pay them to stick to the agreement 
and thereby lose the enormous rush of travel 
for’ whieh they have been preparing. They 
are already feeling their way for an opening, 
not openly, but by indirection. 

In the west the railroad trust which was 
never very strong has cast restrictions to the 
winds and the roads are fighting for travel 
in a way that delights the world’s fair tour- 
ist. There is no doubt that their example 
will have something of a demoralizing in- 
fluence on the roads east of the Mississippi. 
n the south there is already the beginning 
of a cut-rate competition, the Louisville and 
Nashville and Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis roads having made a slight open- 
ing by offering a special excursion rate to 
the Southern Educational convention of 1 
cent a mile. It is doubtless a feeler and a 
move in the direction of the coming break

up. 

That the railroad situation is strained 
there cau be no question. That a gezeral 
breaking of treaties and a consequent cut- 
rate war is coming is almost a certainty. 
It will be ift full blast as soon as the various 
roads find that there is more money in ¢ar- 
rying a big crowd at a low rate than a small 
crowd at a big rate. They have -already 
had some experience in carrying a small 
crowd at the present rates and the apuidi- 
ble grumblings that can be heard show that 
they are anything but satisfied with the ex- 
periment. 

In the meantime wise people are calmly 
waiting for the coming break up. There is 
no doubt that the rate will be low enough 
to satisfy everybody before the summer js 
well under way aud the crowd will wait for 
the wagon. 

It is probable that a drop to $20 for the 
round trip from Atlanta will be announced 
before June Ist. 
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THE MONTGOMERY, TUSCALOOSA AND MEMPHIS. 


An Important Decision of the Court That 
Affects That Road. 

Montgomery, Ala., May 17.—(Special.)— 
An important decision was handed down in 
the supreme court yesterday in the case of 
Roman et al. vs. J. W. Wolfolk, et al., an 
appeal from the city court of Montgomery 
county. 

The suit was instituted by Roman et al.. 
stockholders of the Alabama Terminal] 
and provement Company, who prayed 
Judge Arrington to grant an injunction re- 
straining J. W. Wolfolk and the directors 
of the Alabama Terminal and Improvement 
Company from carrying out certain con- 
tracts they had made and asked further that 
a receiver be appointed to take charge of 
the corporation and wind up its affairs for 
dissolution. The temporary injunction was 
granted on the application but when the 
case came up for hearing before the chan- 
cery court, the injunction was dissolved, bill 
dismissed and application for receiver re- 
fused. Complainant appealed the case to 
the supreme court.

The main allegation in the Dill 
is that the property has been grossly mis 
managed under the receivership, and to this 
point the interrogations were directed. The 
main point that Mr. Calhoun attempted to 
bring out today was that there has been use- 
less extravagance in providing betterments 
for,the Central system. 

Comptroller Edmund McIntyre was the first 
witness put on the stand and he was asked 
for numerous statements from his baaks, in- 
cluding. accounts of all rails, engines and 
cars purchased for the system since 1887. 
The statement he was asked to prepare will! 
require at least three weeks’ work and it is 
very doubtful if the evidence will be obtained 
by May 25th, which is the time the attor- 
neys wish it to present to Justice Jackson, 
at the trial in Atlanta. 


Asking About the Nancy. 


Cashier T. M. Cunningham and George 
Dole Wadley were asked for similar state- 
ments and it will take them some weeks to 
get it ready. Mr. Calhoun dwelt on the pur- 
vhase of new steel rails and cars, endeavor- 
ing to prove their purchase useless expendi- 
tures.

Holders of Central Debentures Feel Basy 
About Them. 


THEIR VALIDITY 1S QUESTIONED. 


The Visitors During May Week Were 
Entertained Lavishly, and Now 
There Is a Deficit. 


Savannah, May 17.—(Special.)—An oF 
der just issued by Superintendent Wadles 
of the cutting down of the time of the men 
in the mechanical department of the Cel 
tral railroad to seven and a half hours work 
each day, has produced some little dissatls- 
faction among the men employed at the 
shops. . 

This order, coming so close in connection 
with one recently issued from the receivers 
office directing a general cutting down of 
the forces in all the Central shops of the 
state, was calculated to produce some talk 
among the men, and they do not look upon 
this action very kindly. 

Some of them, however, understand why 
these steps were taken, and say nothing. 
The truth is, April, May and June are the 
dullest months in the year with the Central 
railroad, and in order to overcome the low 
receipts during the dull season, expenses 
have to be cut wherever they can. ° 

Engineer Arden, however, still continues 
on the pay roll, and since his reinstate- 
ment by Judge Speer, has been doing noth- 
ing but knocking around the shops during 
work hours, and drawing his $4.50 per diem 
regularly. 

The Legality of the Debentures. 

The counter argument in the debenture 
suite aguinst the Central railroad in the city 
court here has brought out the fact that 
there is really very little to fear from any 
attack that is made on their legality or va- 
lidity. 

Hon. Pope Barrow said yesterday that 
Attorney West's position was not a tenable 
ohne, as a contract agreeing to pay money 
due, at the option-ot the payer had been 
construed by the courts and among them 
the supreme court of Georgia to mean pay- 
ment within a reasonable time. So, backed 
by a supreme court decision nobody necd 
fear that their debentures will be held in- 
Valid. 

This litigation is a peculiarly complicated 
one. ‘There are eight suits which were filed 
after return day, to all of which motions to 
dismiss have been filed, and there are just 
eight more which were filed properly and to 
all of which debentures have been filed. 
This would involve about sixteen hearings 
were it not for the fact that several of the 
cases are similar. As it is, if the demurrers 
to the cases of the Mercantile Trust Com 
pany, and Mrs. Annie G. Comer are not 
sustained, there will be about half a dozen 
hesrings on these cases. lf the demurrers in 
these cases are sustained this will answer 
for all of them and the attorneys for the 
plaintiffs will carry the matter to the su- 
preme court. 

Some peculiar facts have been brought 
out in the progress of this case. Among 
other things it has come out that a resolu- 
tion was passed by the Central directors 
before these suits were filed, acquiescing in 
such action on the part of the plaintiffs, 
and authorizing the Central attorneys, all 
before the suits had been filed or any men- 
tion of them had been made, to waive pro- 
cess and time of filing for all parties who 
desired to enter such suits against the road 
after return day. Thus the Cenfral directors 
really gave consent to a $3,000,000 suit 
against the road before it was brought, and 
this is one of the arguments which wis 
used by the attorneys who are’ nominally 
defending the suit in the name of the Cen- 
tral railroad, but really in behalf of the 
Richmond Terminal and other stockholders 
who asked to be allowed to come in to the 
defense. 

A peculiar phase of the situation is that 
Judge Harden, one of the attorneys who is 
defending the suit in the name of the Cen- 
tral, has deposited his debentures with the 
Mercantile Trust Company, and they are a 
party to the suit. against the corporation 
which he is now helping to defend. 

Forest City Hospitality. 

The May Week- Association finds itself 
under the embarrassment of being about 
$1,500 short of enough funds to settle up 
all accounts. The management was very 
liberal in its expenditures for the entertain- 
ment of guests, who, by the way, were not 
1s numerous as they have been at previous 
May week celebrations, and in fact, they 
find they have been too liberal by the 
amount above mentioned. Savannah mer- 
chants, however; are liberal in such matters 
and there is no doubt but that the deficit 
will be made up in short order.

The two bodies thus distinguished by a slight 
‘ @ifference of title that seems to leave each 
.claiming to be the sole general representative 
body of the Pesbyterian’ church in this re- 
public, really représent the two great vranches 
of that church, whose division as yet is 
phical rather than doctrinal. ‘They are 
the northern and southern assemblies of the 
such bodies is a silent memoria! of the civil 
conflict raging in this country from 1861 to 


Ist. 

The two assemblies will include commis 
eioners from every state and territory in the 
Presbyterian chureli, and the existence of two 
union. Ibe line of Giviwien famous between 
the two jurisdictions is as near as may be 
‘the Mason and Dixon’s line of history, though 
the churches in some of the border states 
immediatelw below the line are represented 
in the northern assembly as are some negro 
churches in the far south. The Presbyterian 
enurch of the north numbers a iittie less 
than 820,000 communicants, distributed among 
about 7,100 churches, under the care of 6,266 
ministers. The territory included within the 
church is divideG into 220 presbyteries, in- 
ciding what may be styled the Missionary, 
Presbytery of itio de Janerio, Brazil. 

The Presbyterian church south, numbers 
nearly 200,000 communicants scattered over 
the whole territory from Virginia to Texas. 
This: ferritury is divided into seventy-two 
presbyteries. It numbers 2,572 churches, 
1,259 ministers, and 7,850 elders. The south- 
ern church contributes to ecclesiastical pur- 
poses about $2,000,000 per year. It is a 
growing body peculiarly strong in those parts 
of the south settled by Scotch and Scocch- 
Trish immigrants. Jt rejoices in the fact that 
Francis Makenzie, the reputed founder of 
Presbyterianism in the United States, estab- 
ished his earliest churches, now more than 

years ago, npon the eastern shore of 
Maryland and Virginia, and uied a slave- 
holder in Accomuck county, on the eastern 
shore.

The Convention Adopts a Resolution on the 
Lines Suggested by the Bishop—Re- 
view ofthe Werk of the Diocese.

Maritta, Ga., May 17.—(Special.)—The 
seventy-first state annual convention of the 
Pritestant Mpscopal church assembled in 
St. James’s cnurcu here this morning. This 
is an annual mecting of the church for the 
whole state And a good representalion from 
all parts of Georgia were in the meeting. 
The delegates were in bouyant spirits as 
outside of the enthusiasm created by mixing 
and mingling with each other, there was a 
feeling that during the past year the church 
had been unusually prosperous and had 
increased greatly in numbers. : 

Morning prayer was offered by Rev. W. 
H. Phillips, and the-lessons were then read 
by Rey. James B. Craighill.. The convention 
sermon Was preached by Rev. H. B. Stew- 
art Martin, It was doctrinal all the way 
through aud was pronounced the best ever 
preached in the history of the Georgia con- 
vention. Communion was celebrated by the 
bishopsassisted by Rev. i. B. Ticknor and 
W. M. Walton, and then the order of busi- 
ness was announced. Rev. I’. F. Reese 
was elected secretary and Rey. J. P. P. 
Perry was appointed as assistant secretary.

e The bisop’s address was the event of the 
day. It was lengthy and able and was in 
part a review of the past year showing the 
rapid strides of progress made in church 
work. He strongly urged the importance of 
carrying out his plans and out of the church 
pronerties belonging to St. Luke and St. 
Philip’s churches and from other sources 
collect together a fund for building the ca- 
thedral in Atlanta. In his address he said: 

“To put this whole matter in practical 
shape and to give it full effect. 1 suggest 
the passage of a resolution giving me the 
authority referred to and some action which 
will legalize and endorse the line of effective 
unification proposed. The diocese should, in 
my judgment, have or-ordinate authority. To 
this end IT recommend the appointment of a 
committee to consider this subject and to 
report at this convention a canon which 
upon any relinquishment of some of the priv- 
ileges exercised may provide for the election 
of the first governing board, a charter, giv- 
ing it the power of a body corporate.” 

The motion was carried to appoint a com- 
mittee of six who will confer with the bish- 
op to this end. They will be announced la- 
ter and will make their report to this con- 
vention.

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He Preached to a Full Congregation 
Last Night. 


HIS SUBJECT, “ASHAMED OF CHRIST.” 


Discussed from the Standpoint of a Bible 
scholar, and One Who Could Esti- 
mate the Dignity of the Character. 


Dr. Martin, the Christian evangelist, 
preached a powerful sermon last night. 

The tabernacle was well filled and the 
meeting was one of great spiritual benefit 
tu those present. The music was specially 
good and the song by Professor Easton, 
“Ashamed of Jesus,”’ was enjoyed by all. 

The subject for the evening was “Asham- 
ed of Christ,” and was based upon the pas- 
sage of scripture in which Paul said, %. 
am not ashamed of the gospel of Christ 
which is the power of God unto salvation. 

There were many people, said Dr. Marting 
who were proud to acknowledge Christ at 
times when religion and Christianity were 
popular, and who were vot ashamed to con- 
fess Him in places Where many others shar- 
ed their feelings; but those same people, 
under different circumstances, Were ashamed 
of the gospel of Christ. vi 

The religion of Christ was not a religion 
to be ashamed of. It was one which called 
for the highest loyalty of believers at all 
times, and no one should be ashamed of 
Christ unless they desired Christ to be 
ashamed of them on the last great day. 

Many reasons were assigned by the evan- 
gelist in support of the declaration that 
« believer should not be ashumed of Christ. 
In the first place, the highest praise of the 
world had been accorded his personal mer- 
its, and philosophers and men of action had 
agreed in the opinion that Christ was the 
wost exalted and excellent of all men. 
Many of the leading minds of the world had 
been humble and devout worshipers ol 
Christ and the Christian should not — be 
ashamed to be in such company. 

In the second place, a believer should not 
be ashamed of Christ because of the evi- 
dence of his divinity, which was gnwistak- 
able. The miracles of Christ were all of 
them capable of proof, in spite of the alle- 
gations to the contrary. The foremost muir- 
acle was the one of the resurrection. On 
that depended the efficiency of the gospel, 
for if Christ had not risen, from the dead 
neither could he raise others from the dead. 


Agdin, if this miracle could be Cs- 
tablished there would remain no 
doubt as to any of the other 


miracles. in proof of the miracle of the res- 
urrection, the evangelist stated that Roman 
guards were stationed at the door of the 
sepulcher, whose duty it Was to watch the 
tomb under the penalty of death should they 
fall asleep at their post. While they were 
on guard the miracle of the resurrection 
silently took place and when the Marys 
came to the tomb on the following morning 
the sepulcher was empty. The guards were 
bribed to give out the report that the disci- 
les had stolen the body of the Savior while 
they slept on the assurance that the priests 
would make it all right with the Roman 
authorities and save them from ineurring 
the penalty of death. The evidence of the 
guards, however, impeaches itself, as they 
were not competent to testify if they had 
been asleep and had not with their own 
eyes. been witnesses to the invasion of the 
tomb. But as positive evidence of whe res- 
urrection of the Savior he appeared to sever- 
al different persons and finally to all of his 
disciples at Jerusalem. 

In the next place, a believer should not 
be ashamed of the gospel of Christ because 
of the manner in which the scriptures had 
been fulfilled. ‘The evangelist then _ pro- 
ceeded to show according to the testimony

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Gets Into Trouble at Toccoa with the 
Town Marshal 
AND SENDS TWO 


To Marshal Buck-—The Deputy Declares 
That His Trouble Was Caused by 
Town Marshal Gribble. 


TELEGRAMS 


J. ©. Thomas, a United States deputy 
marshal, appears to have succeeded in get- 
ting himself into serious trouble with Mar- 
shal Gribble, of Toccao. a 

Yesterday morning Colonel Buck, United 
States marshal, reveived two telegrams 
from Deputy Marshal Thomas. 

The first telegram to the United States 
marshal read as follows: “A. E. Buck, 
United States Marshal—In trouble with 
town marshal and hurt bad. Come on 
first train. Answer. J. C. Thomas, Depu- 
ty Marshal.” i 

The second telegraphic message was ad- 
dressed in the same way and purported to 
have been signed by Thomas. The second 
telegram was evoked by a message from 
Colonel Buck to the deputy marshal, in- 
quiring into the nature of Thomas s hurts. 
Thomas’s answer was as follows: “Was 
caused by Marshal Gribble on account of 
court scrape.” 

Yesterday afternoon in pursuance of the 
request of Thomas, Special Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Bell, accompanied by Depu- 
ty Marshal Campbell, left for Toccoa to 
investigate more fully and ascertain the 
exteht of Thomas’s wounds and the cause 
that led to the fight, in order to make an 
official report to Colonel Buck. The only 
thing ghat could have led to a fizht between 
Gribble and Thomas as far as «ould be 
learned was the acquittal of uiribble in 
the United States court some "ime ago. 
Gribble was arrested on the ‘narze of il- 
licit distilling by: Deputy Marshal ‘Thomas 
and was bound over by the -Jnited States 
commissioner to be tried in <ke United 
States court. At the trial in the United 
States court it seems that Gribble cume 
clear, notwithstanding the sworn testimony 
of Deputy Marshal ‘Thomas, who was dis- 
pleased by the verdict. 

One story of the difficulty is that Thomas 
approached Gribble, who had since been 
elected town marshal, and inquired wl ether 
or not it was true that he had :alled bim 
a liar. The town marshal immediately ar- 
ticulated that he certainly: had, whereupon 
it is said that Thomas whipped «ut a pistol, 
Gribble fesponding with his fist, flooring 
him. 
that Gribble came t. tiie with a knife 
and after knocking Thomas out cat upon 
his neck and carved him up. 

Thomas's brother ofticers have every con- 
fidence in him and say that le cid only 
What was right. They discredit any story 
to the effect that Thomas was tiunting for 
a fight, but on the other hand believe that 
the town marshal forced a squavble upon 
hiin. 

How It Happened. 

Toccoa, Ga., May 17.—(Special.)—The 
trouble between Yeputy United States 
Marshal Thomas and Toccoa’s assistant 
town, marshal, which has been brewing for 
SsOmMe tlhe past, Came to.an end this after- 
noon. Thomas once had Gribble, the as- 
sistant town marshal, arrested for selling 
liquor, and the trouble then’ began. Grib- 
ble was acquitt™ of the charge, and it 
wasnt long before Gribble heard that 
Thomas had threatened his life. Gribble. 
in talking of the matter, used some severe 
language about Thomas, and today ‘Thomas 
asked Gribble about it. Gribble repeated 
all that he had said, and Thomas reached 
for his gun. Then Gribble, witb his fist, 
felled the United States officer and with 
his knife went to work on him. Parties 
interfered before any serious harm was 
cone and the two men Wwefe pulled apart. 
The feeling here is on Gribble’s side. 


HE WAS GIVEN THREE YEARS, 


‘Levi Morrison Gets Into the Penitentiary on 
Account of 50 Cents. 

Levi Morrison, the cross-eyed bill poster 
and a man or very unsavory reputation, 
was arraigned in the criminal court yester- 
day morning. 

He was chaged with the misappropriation 
of. fifty cents, which was given to him by 
an old negro man for the purpose of buying 
him a little coal. inotead of executing his 
commission, he ran the coin into his trou- 
sers and applied it to his own personal ac- 
count. 

This is the story ingshort.. The trial yes- 
terday morning was proportionally as brief, 
and the jury after hearing the evidence, 
brought in a verdict of guilty. The charge 
was that of larceny after trust.

The Trial of Walter Williams Begun at 
Bainbridge Yesterday. 


THE STORY OF AN OLD CRIME. 


The Murder of Mrs. Martha Brockett and 
the Causes That Led to It—Fate of 
the Others Implicated. 


Bainbridge, Ga., May 17.—(Special.)— 
* The trial of the notorious Walter Williams, 
who with his accomplice murdered Mrs. 
Martha A. Brockett, nearly twelve years 
ago, in in pogress here. Judge Brown be- 
ing disqualified on account of his former 
connection with the case as an attorney, 
the court is presided over by Judge Gvwerry, 
of the Pataula circuit. 

John Williams, one of the accomplices 
condemned to the penitentiary for life soon 
after the crime was committed, was recent- 
ly killed at the convict camps in an attempt 
at escape. Bob Durham, the other ac 
complice who turned state’s evidence, was 
brought back here today from the coal mines 
to testify in the trial. This case goes down 
to history as one of the greatest criminal 
trials in the history of the state. 

The motive for the murder of Mrs. 
Brockett was to forever destroy the ev} 
dence of another crime. Walter Williams 
married the daughter of John Donaldson, 
a wealthy stock owner in the western part 
of this county. Walter and his brother, 
John Williams, knew old man Donaldson 
had a large sum of money in a trunk in his 
residence, and they decided to lay their 
coveting hands on the prize at the first op- 
portunity. One day while the family were 
absent, Walter and John broke into the 
room and secured about $3,000, carried it 
to the house of Mrs. Brockett, a woman 
with whom they were intimate and whose 
moral character was not like that of 
Caesar’s wife. A younger sister of Mrs. 
Brockett, who it seems was ignorant of her 
sister’s complicity with the Williams, was 
driving up the cows one ee stu 
bled upon the hidden treasure c@ncealed in 
a tin box by the side of a log. 

Opening the box, to her astonishment, she 
discovered large rolls of greenbacks, the 
like of which she had never seen before. 
She hastened back to the house with the box 
and its precious contents. Her sister then 
told her it was the money the Williams's 
boys had stole from old man Donaldson. 
Previous to this, however, the Williams had 
been arrested on suspicion and released for 
want of sutlicient evidence. Fearing to 
keep the money longer, Mrs. Brockett sent 
for her brother-in-law and told him of their 
finding the money which they thought was 
old man Donaldson’s, and asked his advice 
what to do with it. He advised them to 
carriy it to Mr. Donaldson, which they did 
at once, and the old man paid them a re- 
ward of $300 for its delivery In order to 
maintain Mrs. Brockett’s silence, Walter 
Williams agreed to supply her with what- 
ever she might need for her support, and told 
her to use his beef cattle whenever she 
needed one. Acting on the agreement, 
Mrs. Brockett drove up one of Walter's 
fine beef steer and had it butchered. 

Just here the trouble began which was 
never to end. Unfortunately, Walter's 
wife, who had a large interest in the cattle, 
hearing of Mrs. Brockett’s butchering her 
steer, proceeded to have fier arrested for 
cow stealing. 

In order to save herself from the peni- 
tentiary, Walter ‘said that she would be 
forced to reveal on the trial all of the 
money transaction which authorized her to 
use the beef. Walter and John decided 
that their only escape from the penalty of 
stealing the money was to. kill Mrs. 
Brockett. 

In the same neighborhood lived a young, 
ignorant fellow by the name of Bob Dur- 
ham, whom they knew they could use in 
the prosecution of the enterprise. For $00 
they made the trade with Durham, after 
filling him up with mean whisky. Walter 
provided the gun and the bottle of liquor 
and sent John along, to see the conditions 
of the bargain fully carried out. 

This was about sunset onthe 24th of 
July, 1881. In the meantime, Walter gets 
in his buggy and goes to spend the night 
with a respectable and honest family, about 
seven miles distant, so as to prove an 
alibi. The next morning Mrs. Brockett’s 
assassination was reported, and suspicion 
at once rested on the Williams. 
An inquest was held for several 
days, finally adjourning without obtaining 
any satisfactory evidence. 

At last it was decided to arrest the three 
suspected men and to hold them for fur- 
ther development. As soon as Durham found 
himself in the bands of the officers he told 
the whole story, throwing a bright search- 
light on what had previously been a dark 
mystery. At the. following term of the 
superior court the case was called for trial 
and Durham pleaded guilty to the crime of 
murder. Walter Williams had plenty — of 
money and secured the very best legal tal- 
ent in his defense. 

The attorneys agreed to sever on the hear- 
ing and John Williams was put on trial. 
lor several days the trial lasted, finally 
ending in conviction and recommendation to 
mercy. e was sentenced to the peniten- 
tiary for life. His lawyers carried the case 
to the supreme court and after the lapse of 
several mouths the verdict was affirmed. 

In the meantime Walter had given bond 
and within a very few hours after the 
news reached John in his jail cell of the 
supreme court’s decision he mysteriously 
made his escape. 

Joining Walter, they both disappeared. 
After eleven years of fruitless effort, our 
efficient Sheriff Patterson succeeded in cap- 
turing them both in Arkansas, where they 
had heen living under assumed names, and 
brought them back. John was taken di- 
rectly to the Georgia penitentiary and Wal- 
ter today stands before a jury of his country- 
men to answer for his crime.

shine and Warmth. 


WATERMELONS GRADUALLY IMPROVING. 


The Fruit Crop in Some Portions of the 
State Below the Average—The Bud 
Worm 8till on Hand 


irector Park Morrill turns up on schedule 
time with the weather crop bulletin for the 
past week, and a pretty bad condition of 
affairs in regard to vegetation exists in many 
parts of the stae. 

In the nortliwest section of the state there 
are numerous complaints of cotton dying on 
account. of the cold and cloudy weather, and 
on many plantations the damage has been 
so great that the crop must either be re- 
planted or the fields plowed up and put into 
something else. The cold winds and rain 
have also damaged the fruit in this section to 
a considerable extent. 

In the western portion 6d? the state the re- 
ports are to the effect that peaches are fall- 
ing off considerably, and there are but few 
places where the bud-worms have not been at 
work to a damaging extent, causing farmers 
to replant. The ‘cotton crop is not doing 
much better. 

In the central part of Georgia the rains have 
not been too copious, although no scarcity of 
showers is reported. The second plowing of 
cotton is in progress, and chopping is half 
completed. The ravages of the worms is 
something out of the ordinary in this part of 
the state, but is not so bad as in some por- 
tions. 

in the eastern portion of the state wet 
weather has kept back the plowing for a few 
days, but. everything is in ship shape now. 
Garden truck and sugarcane are doing well. 

In the southern section of the state the 
weather has been especially favorable, but 
corn and cotton are a little backward. Water- 
melons are forming nicely on the vines and 
give promise of being more plentiful than 
was at first expected. Inland rice is still be- 
ing planted and potato slips are still being 
set out. 


Weather Crop Bulletin No. 7, 


From the northwest section come numerous 
compiaints of cotton dying on account of the 
coid and cloudy.weatuwer. On many planta- 
tions the dumage has been so great that the 
crop iust elther be repianted or the fields 
biowed up add put into sometning else. The 
rain of a week ago left the ground so wet that 
furm work has been retarded. On the higher 
and drier lands early corn is being plowed. 
In the matter of growth this crop is in good 
condition, but worms have been unusually in- 
jurious this year and have destroyed many 
fields. Some lowland corn remains ‘to be 
planted. The cool, wet weather has not been 
injurious to oats, which are rather above an 
average. Other grain is not doing so well. 
The cold rains and winds of the past few 
weeks have damaged the fruit prospects to a 
considera extent. 

North Georgia farmers were somewhat 
alarmed during the early part of the week 
on account of the cool nights, but after a 
careful examination they have come to the 
conclusion that little dam@e@ge was done to 
crops, except to retard their growth. -Cotton 
and corn are about all planted, and though 
small, their condition is healthy with few 
exceptions. Insects are bad. especially on 
lowlands, where they are doing more damage 
than on the dry soil of the uplands. Fruit 
prospects continue good, as a rule, although 
high winds have biown off many peaches. 
Wheat and oats have improved greatly and an 
excellent yield is expected, particularly of 
oats. Wheat in some few localities is heading 
a little too low. 

High winds and cool weather have been im- 
portant factors in the injury of the cotton 
crop of the northeastern counties, and in 
some places this staple is dying. Cut-worms 
are still plentiful and are doing considerable 
Some cotton is being chopped out. 
Fruit, in many places, is dropping off the 
trees. As a result of plenty of rain, wheat 
and oats have improved very much during the 
week. Some farmers are planting bottom 
land corn. Reports relative to rye indicate 
that the crop will be excellent. More sun- 
shine with warmer weather is very much 
needed for all crops. 

In the western section of the state fruit, 
especially peaches, has fallen off considerably 
during the past week. There are but few 
places where bud-worms have not done their 
destructive work in injuring the good stands 
of corn and causing farmers to replant. Corn 
on uplands is doing well and good stands are 
reported except where destroyed by worms. 
The cotton crop is not improving much. In 
many places it is dying, but is being re- 
planted. “Copious rains of the past week 
have helped wheat and oats and have, in 
places, brought up good stands of cotton and 
corn; while in other places the soil has been 
packed so as to retard the growth of youn 
plunts and delay seed in coming up. ‘The con 
und windy nights have been very unfavorable 
5? mas Wheat is low. Gardens are looking 
well. 

In central Georgia the rains of a week ago 
and of Monday last were greatly needed and 
have been none too much. The wet and cloudy 
weather rendered crops very grassy, but later 
sunshine enabled the farmers to clear them 
out. One more rain and a good oat crop will 
be made in this part of the state. Even in 
counties where otber crops are not doing well 
the 4mprovement in oats is remarked. Cold 
winds have prevailed and have been especially 
hard.en cotton. Still a fair stand has been 
secured if only continued cold does not cause 
it to die. Chopping is in progress and is 
probably half completed. The second plow- 
ing of corn has begun. This crop is generally 
in fine condition notwitnstanding the ravages 
of worms. In some localities it is small. for 
the season. Wheat has not done well and the 
crop will not be large. The nights have been 
cold and this, with high winds during the 
day, has proved destructive to fruit, which 
has continued to fall off. 

Wet weather stopped the plows from moving 
in the eastern section for a while the first part 
of last week, buf after the rain the farmers 
soon caught up with their work. The corn, 
cotton, wheat and oat crops are doing very 
nicely. Most all of the cotton has been chop- 
ped. Some has died, but has been rerbanted. 
Garden truck and: sugarcane are doing well. 
Some farmers are just setting out sweet po- 
tatoes, while in other places they are growing 
finely. Some are using new crop of Irish 
potatoes. 

Barring the cool nights the weather in 
suuthnwest Georgia has been favorable for the 
farmer. Many are plowing corn for the 
second time. ‘this crop has’ improved con- 
siderably during the past week and in some 
fields the stauds of corn are up waist high. 
‘Vbhe condition of cotton continues pretty good, 
though its growth has been solmwewhbal vack- 
ward, OWilng to the cuol nights. Cotton chop- 
ping is nuw about ended, BKariy oats are 
nearly ripe and a tew are Ulinking that they 
wili begin cutting this week.
